eS pene: confidered the propofed alterations, 
with the attention which a matter of fuch 
importance required, they came to the following Re- 
folutions : 

_ 1. That in order to give ftability to manufaétures 
in any State or Government, it is effentially necef- 
fary that the great body of the people, who are em- 
ployed in the laborious part of the bufinefs, thould 
be regularly and plentifully fupplied with grain and 
meal ay maderate en 

Lf. "That at a time when all thé Sovereigns oc 
Europe are anxioufly bent upon bringing to perfec 
tion, the various manufa¢tures. eftablithed through- 
out their dominions, and when commercial treaties 
are forming, founded upon reciprocal import duties, 
that State alone can expe a preference to an intro- 
duction of its manufagtures into other States, where ~ 
the {kill and indu(try of its manufaéturers is aided 
by cheapnefs of labour, the certain confequence of 
plentiful fupplies of provifions at reafonable rates. 

III. That although (in order to fecure upon @ 
permanent foundation, a regular fupply of —_ 
food for the laborious poor) the Legiflature of Great 
Britain has not thought fit to adopt the fytem of a 
free importation at all times, of grain and meal, fab- 
jeét to moderate duties ; and of putting an end at 
the fame time to the bounty granted on the exporta~ 
tion of corn, yet it has been generally attentive to 
the manufacturing interefts, by providing by-lawé, 
temporary expedients, which have in fome, degree, 
had the effeét of remedying the inconveniencies, 
that would otherwife have been felt by the laborious 
poor. 

IV. That with refpeé to Scotland, the law now 
in force for the importation of grain and meal, fo 
far as it regards the mode of opening and thutting 
the ports, has been beneficial to the great body of 
the people. 

V. That any alteration of that law, by which the 
prices of grain and meal might be fteadily raifed 
higher than they have hitherto been, would have a 
moft pernicious effec upon the manufactures of Scot- 
land in general, but more efpecially on thefe of 
this weftern diftrict, the population of which is 


ed inact tag iatites of grain sad Ot 
other quarters. 

VI. That owing to the circumftance juft menti- 
oned, the prices of grain and meal at Glafgow, 
Paifley, Greenock, Port-Glafgow, and the numer- 
ous adjacent towag and villages (when no importa- 
tion from Ireland Oe forign parts is allowed by law), 
may be fairly fet down at an average of fully ten 
per cent. higher than thefe of the county of Edin- 
burgh. 

VIl. That confequently the propofed plan now 
under confideration, of altering the prefent law, by 
making the prices current at Edinburgh for graim 
and meal the rule for opening and fhutting all the 
ports of Scotland, (however plaufible it may be 
made to appear, by averages of different coun- 
ties) would have a dire& tendency to raife the price 
of thefe neceffaries of life over all this kingdom, 
would be exceedingly prejudicial to the manufacta- 
rers of Glafgow, Paifley, and the adjacent towns 
and villages; and would, of confequence, compel 
the manufacturers to emigrate to other countries, 
where their lives would not be embittered by penu- 
ry and want. 

VIII. ‘That under thefe impreflions, the Direc- 
tors of this Chamber, are determined to oppofe to 
the utmoft, any bill which may be brought into Par- 
liament, that may have either a direé& or concealed 
tendency, to raife the prices of grain and meal upon 
the laborious poor: And they call upon the manu- 
fafturing and commercial interefls of Scotland at 
large, to exprefs their fentiments upon this impor- 
tant fubjest, in the fame unequivocal manner.

BSERVING a paragraph in your paper of

however, I endeavoured to do it juftice by trying 
different packages, and, as I have faid, it promifes 
well. 

Whether this manner of conveyance can be ap- 
plied to fea-fihh, poultry, &c. as he hopes, a tittle 
time will difcover.

The trade for gum, 
ivory, cotton, and flaves, was very brik at Senegal, 
when Captain Gellies failed about feven weeks fince.

The above 
veflel, the day before the was wrecked, loft her main- 
matt and four of her crew, by the violence of the 
pale. She has fince been dafhed to pieces, and no- 
thing has been difcovered whereby her owners can 
be afcertained. Seven of the dead bodies have been 
taken up and buried.

At Porton, near 
this city, feveral trees in a rookery were torn up by 
the roots; and, what is remurkable, na lefs than

killed by the falling thereof. The mail coach was 
alfo delayed near Andover by fome trees being 
blown acrofs the road. The heavy rains have 
{wollen the rivers very much. 

Exeter, Ort. 12. Saturday morning, owing to 
the great fall of rain, the rivers were fwollen to fo 
amazing a degree, that they overflowed all the low 
grounds, by which great damage was fuftained, and 
a number of fheep and cattle were fwept away by the 
carrent. The river Exe rofe upwards of five feet 
perpendicular, in about three hours. ‘he ftreets in 
St Thomas, Exe ifland, &c. were overflowed ; in 
Alphington Street it was fo high, that the people 
were obliged to pafs in boats ; and it rufhed through 
the houfes with fuch rapidity as to carry every thing 
before it. In Shooting Marth, it threw down a wall 
belonging to the Glue Yard of Mr Stephens, near 
100 feet in length, and made its way acrofs the yard, 
on the other fide of which it threw down two other 
walls, and drove through the Tin Yard, belonging 
to Mr King, to the turnpike road, where it “was 
near four feet high. The Shellay, Bonhay, and 
Quay, were entirely overflowed, and a quantity of 
tinioer, coals, and other matters carried away with 
the ftream. At Alphington, it was fo amazingly 
high, as to render the road totally impaffable for ei- 
ther horfe or carriage. At Exweek it made great 
devaitation, and at Stoke, about four miles from this 
city, it threw down fifteen houfes, befides barns, &c. 
S-veral bridges have been thrown down; and we

—T'his epi(tle, in 
the moft nervous Janguage, and in a ftile that would 
not have difgraced the pen of Burke the fublime ~ 


‘*flaved the true fituation of this country, and ina 


manly manner pointed out nat lefs the duty of the 


clergyman than the means of promoting hie real in- 
tereit, at leaft in temporals.-—In feveral parifhes the 
incumbents had difcharged their proétors, and fo 
highly pleafed were the wretched peafants and cot- 
ters with this act of humanity, thdt they readily 
took the tythes at the amount the proctors before 
had paid for them, and gave the molt fatisfactory 
{vcurity to the clergy for the regular and punctual 
ditcharge of the agreement. ' 

2 By aéts of humanity of this elevated nature 
will General Luttrell render real fervice to his coun- 
try, and conciliate the minds of the peafantry—this 
unhappy clafs of men, who have been fo long aban, 
doned to all the miferies of want, .and all the accuse 
mulated horrors of varied oppreflion —beings who 
fearce have the traits of man in their fqualid appear- 
ance.

Of Music and Paintine. 


E have Jong been diftinguifhed for the en- 
couragement of the fine arts, and of late 
particularly for the encouragement given to Mufic 
and Painting. Poetry would meet with every pof- 
fible encouragement, but our good poets are few, 
and our bad ones very namerous. The only indul- 
gence the datter can expect is, that we fliould not 
halten their condemnation fooner than they them- 
felves incline, nor ufe any means to fink them into 
oblivion, but what they themfelves afford. 

But mufic has for fome time been a fort of mania, 
fomething greater than a fathion, fomething more ge- 
neral, and better patronized. If my fon is a good 
philofopher, a good hiftorian, or a genius in any 
baanch of literature, I malt teach him to be content 
with the humble pittance which his works can afford ; 


“bupif he is a:fiddiers I cau get him provided for hfe, 
"itrfieknefe and in health. 


If he preaches a good fer- 
mon} I’ may: procure for him a flender curacy s but 
if he’ plays a good concerto, he may render himfelf 
independent. If he has genius, induftry, and does 
his duty affiduoufly, he may have the fatisfaction of 
a {elf approving mind, But if he bows it well, and 
has brilhant execution, he will be applauded by all 
the world. 

Thus, onequally, is public favour diftributed. 
By diviries, philofophers, and hiftorians, the world 
has been improved ; the powers of the mind have 
been dilated, and men have been civilized into hu- 
manity, emancipated from flavery, and taught the 
blefhngs’of liberty, of religion, and the importance 
of the focial and milder virtues to happinefs. But 
divinés, philofophers, and hiftorians have had no pu- 
blic provifion, and frequently, while they have been 
laboutfhg for the good of thoufands, have themfelves 
wanted the common necefflaries of life, and been e- 
veh ftrangers ¢o its luxurious comforts. But mufi- 
cians have amu/fed the world; they can pretend to 
no higher ufe of their art. Yet they are amply pro-. 


_ vided for ; very many of them get twenty times as 


much for compofing the tunes of a farce, as Milton 
got for his Paradife Loft. ‘This may be all very 


. right—I only (tare the fa&, and leave my readers 


to make what commentary they pleafe. 

With regard to Painting, the amufement it affords 
iss or-may be blended with inftruction. There is a 
rage-here-too. Formerly a gentleman was fatisfied 
if bis rooms. were adorned with the family portraits, 
the grandfathers and great-grandfathers, the old 
uncles, maiden aunts, and other relations of the fa- 
mily. - But fince the art of engraving has taught as 
how-to. inly: pi our rooms are Die i 
réprefentations of all forts, martial, domeftic, amo- 
rows ‘and poetical. Jupiters and Danaes, Venafles 
and Ledas, Polyphemuffes and plagues, crucifixions 
and holy families, hide the wainfcot of every room. - 
A young lady, who would bluth if the = of her 
handkerchief were to drop out, and difcover the 
leaft part of her beautiful bofora, cannot tura her eye 
ahy where in the’ ftreets without being fhocked by 
the reprefentations of naked men and women in poe- 
ucal ftories in every fhop. Whatever modelty teach- 
es us to conceal, painting chufes todifcover. How 
far painting, thus abufed, teads to the purification 
of our idéas, is no very difficult queftion; and how 
‘far it ends ‘to raife improper-ideas, and, at improper 


F times, is very obvious. 


But even our tea-tables are not now the plain 


Boards’ they were before, | Our tea- boards are now 


‘ornaniemed with all the popular fubje&s which em-, 
ploy the pencils of the popular painters. Oar cups 
and faucers are ferved:.up on board the Ha//ewe/l, 
and 1 have known a lady’s lap-dog do very unfcem- 
ly things upon the tomb of Merter. Mara and her 
little dog have been obfcured by the falling of the 
milk- pot ; and Gezeral Wolfe, in his dying moments, 
has been {calded by fpilling a dith of hot tea. Per- 
haps this fafhion has been intended to promote con- 
verfation.
